What is a miracle? A miracle is an action of God that interrupts the normal course of events 
and produces a powerful and/or unusual result that would not have occurred otherwise. In 
other words, they are Holy Spirit surprises, because a miracle is out of the ordinary. 

Principle: Satan will tempt you so that you might fail. Jesus will test you so that you might 
succeed . 

Principle: Every great miracle in the Bible began with an impossibility . 

What should we do when we don't have enough? 

1 . Accept responsibility. 

What we should not do when we don't have enough: 

- Procrastinate 

Mark 6:35 "By this time it was late in the day so his disciples came to Him. "This is a remote 
place," they said, "and it is already very late." 

- Pass the buck. 

Mark 6:36 "Send the people away so they can go to the surrounding countryside and villages 
and buy themselves something to eat." 

- Ponder to excess. 

Mark 6:37 "But he answered, "You give them something to eat." They said to him, "That would 
take eight months of a man's wages! Are we to go and spend that much on bread and give it 
to them to eat?" 

2. Access my resources. 

Mark 6:38 "How many loaves to you have?" He asked, "Go and see." When they found out 
they said, "Five loaves and two fish." 

Principle: When God wants to do a miracle in your life, He always starts with what I have , not 
with what I don't have." 

3. Assign what I have to God. 

1 . He gave what he had . 

2 Corinthians 8:1 2 "The important thing is to be willing to give as much as we can. That is 
what God accepts and no one is asked to give what he has not got." 

2. He gave in faith . 



Luke 6:38 "Jesus said, "Give and it will be given to you. With the measure you use, it will be 
measured back to you." 

John 3:16 "For God so loved the world that He gave " 

3. He gave cheerfully . 

2 Corinthians 9:7, 8 "Each one should give not grudgingly or because he is made to, for God 

loves a cheerful giver then there is no limit to the blessings God can send you." He will 

make sure that you will always have all you need for yourselves." 

Principle: Giving is not a debt I owe; it is a seed I sow. 

4. Anticipate God to multiply it. 

Jeremiah 32:17 "Ah, Sovereign Lord, you have made the heavens and the earth by your great 
power and outstretched arm. Nothing is too hard for you." 

Jeremiah 32:27 "Behold, I am the Lord, the God of all flesh; is anything to difficult for me?" 

Is too difficult for me? 

Mark 10:27 "All things are possible with God." 

Mark 6:41 "Jesus took the five loaves and the two fish and looking up to heaven he gave 
thanks and broke the loaves. Then he gave them to his disciples to set before the people." 

Two spiritual laws from 2 Corinthians 9 that will help you when you don't have enough: 

1 . Plant a seed to get a crop. 

Matthew 6:33 "Seek ye first the kingdom of God and His righteousness and all these other 
things will be added unto you." 

2. You always reap more than you sow.
